A Doctor’s View 

Medical Reform: The public is 
now being inundated by the Amer- 
ican Medical Association’s propa- 
ganda campaign against “socialized 
medicine”, in which they strike out 
against all types of medical reform, 
—in defending the present sadly 
deteriorating and handicapped na- 
tional health situation. (The AMA 
“commercials” on the radio twist 
the truth around as blatantly as 
the patent medicine hucksters and 
are doing a disservice to the dig- 
nity of the entire medical profes- 
sion). 

Since the public is permitted to 
hear nothing except the AMA’s 
side of the issue, Between The 
Lines will continue to try to pre- 
sent a balanced picture of this vital 
issue which will spark many 
changes in the coming years de- 
spite the solid wall of opposition 
being built against such changes by 
the AMA. 

One of America’s prominent 
medical authorities, Dr. James H. 
Means, chief of medical services at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
has an article in the October Atlan- 
tic magazine that should be read by 
every American citizen. Dr. Means 
charged that the AMA has dragged 
the medical profession to “a dis- 
tressingly low level” by its politi- 
cal activities and that AMA public 
relations had sadly deteriorated. 
Dr. Means further stated that the 
majority of people cannot afford 
medical care under the prevailing 
medical system, and that, more- 
over, the only prepaid health in- 
surance plans that the organized 
medical profession now supports 
do not cover “more than one sixth 
of the average family’s doctor bill 

. Yet these inadequate volun- 
tary insurance plans are the only 
ones which have received the sup- 
port of organized medicine.” When 
citizens trv to organize other plans 
to bring medical service within the 


range of the average worker’s fam-

ARRIERS TO PEACE: Again serious barriers to peace are being 
raised in this country. But it isn’t so much the Russians who are 
thwarting the efforts to build peace right now as it is some Americans. 
As a school child can tell you, the hope of peace now depends on whcth- 
er a sincere effort is made to give the UN genuine power to enforce the 
peace. Will the UN really be given an international army, navy and air 
torce to police the world and maintain the peace so that aggression and 
hostilities wherever they arise, can be stopped, held in abeyance until the 
grievances or differences between nations can be placed before impartial, 
international judiciary bodies? The decisions of such bodies will likewise 
need to be enforced by a UN international armed power. Will this 
be done? Such a civilized arrangement, lifting the world out of centuries 
of international barbarism, cannot be carried out unless the great powers, 
especially the U. S. and Russia, give full and sincere cooperation. Rus- 
sia has already given ample evidence that they have no intention of doing 
so. If Moscow should show such intentions, there would be little ground 
for confidence in such evidence since the Kremlin dictators are commit- 
ted to and have consistently adhered to a policy of promoting revolution- 
ary infiltration and violence among all non-Communist nations. That 
leaves the U. S. as the only major power with the military resources 
to give a UN international military police force adequate substance. 
The big question now therefore is, will we honestly devote our 
military resources to the forming of this UN power? Or will we keep 
pouring out platitudes and wordy endorsements of the UN while we 
pursue our own nationalistic interests, keeping our own military might 
intact to enforce our national aims while we provide only “token” 
forces to the UN military pool? Certainly as long as such a pool re- 
mained dwarfed by U. S. nationalism, it couldn’t act with final authority. 
Unfortunately, there are powerful pressures in this country to 
destroy any hope of America’s really giving life and strength to the 
UN as a peace enforcement body. Such groups are pushing the view 
that it’s O. K. for the UN flag to fly over our armies as long as it is 
OUR armed power under OUR command, doing what American in- 
terests want done. But to a billion other peoples associated with the 
UN, that’s putting the UN as the tail to the U. S. dog, — the dog car- 
rying the stars and stripes in its teeth and the UN flag on its tail. 
These anti-UN forces are saying in editorials and broadcasts 
that we can’t afford to let some little UN country “like Uruguay tell 
us when we have to go to war” — which these voices claim will be the 
result of the current UN effort to reorganize the General Assembly 
with authority to police the troubled spots of the world and keep the 
peace, backed by an adequate international army. Such a claim that 
a little country can force us to go to war is irresponsible, and deliber- 
ately twists the facts about the UN plan. No country, big or little, 
will be forced to go to war by any other country. The UN will be 
given the power to force a suspension of hostilities until inquiry by 
deliberating bodies of the UN, representing all nations and all peoples, 
can exhaustively examine the causes of the violence and provide ju- 
diciary hearings. These hearings will be patterned after the old and 
honored idea of the Hague courts of international justice, which selfish- 
ness and extreme nationalism, such as now is trying to shout down the 
UN, have consistently sabotaged. International quarrels will be set-

and the Family 


Pearl S. Buck has reported re- 
cently on information she receives 
from today’s China that the women 
have been a strong element in the 
support of the Red regime because 
many reforms have made life better 
for the family. This is not the 
kind of news which our press and 
radio like to pass on to the Amer- 
ican public. On the other hand, 
the Chinese Communists go far in 
trying to suppress all bad angles 
of their regime. Thus, the Amer- 
ican public is left in ignorance on 
both the pro and con of China’s 
present government. 

This situation gives double in- 
terest to the authoritative report to 
the Worldover Press from W. H. 
Hubbard, long a missionary in 
China, and now at work in North 
China with the Christian Rural 
Service Union. In his dispatch he 
summarizes the new marriage laws 
in Communist China. These will 
transform much of China’s cult- 
ural and social structure so long 
bound by pagan traditions that 
have helped to break down all 
of Chinese society. 

Free love, according to the new 
marriage laws, means freedom for 
men and women to choose their 
own marriage mates, without any 
compulsion by either side or by 
any third party. This does away 
with the parent-made matches 
prevalent in old China. Concu- 
binage is also abolished and mon- 
ogamy enforced by the rule, “one 
husband, one wife,” Equality of 
the sexes is established by such 
regulations as these: “Man and 
wife each has freedom to choose 
his own profession, engage in 
work or in social movements. Man 
and wife have equal rights in the 
home to own or handle property. 
Man and wife each has a right to 
his own name and surname. Man 
and woman have the mutual right

each to inherit the other’s prop- 
erty.” 

China’s serious problem of over- 
population has at last been at- 
tacked by at least one constructive 
sensible measure. The minimum 
age for marriage is 21 for men 
and 19 for women. This will do 
away with the bearing of chil- 
dren by child wives in their teens. 

Notable provision is made for 
the raising, education and protec- 
tion of children. “Parents have 
the duty towards their children of 
helping, rearing and _ educating 
them. Children are in duty bound 
to support and help their parents. 
Neither may abandon or maltreat 
the other. Drowning of infants or 
other similar criminal acts are 
strictly forbidden.” 

Illegitimate children also have 
their rights. “Children born out 
of wedlock have the same rights 
as those born in wedlock. No one 
may injure them or belittle them. 
If the mother or any other person 
can prove any man the father of 
the child born out of wedlock, the 
father shall bear all, or part, of 
the cost of rearing and educating 
his child up to the age of 19. If 
the mother be willing, the father 
may take the child with him for 
its rearing.” 

Other interesting provisions in- 
clude: “A man or wife, in the care 
of their children, may not ill-treat 
or belittle the children of the other 
who are born of a previous mar- 
riage.” In case of divorce, neither 
parent may neglect the responsibil- 
ity for the rearing and education of 
the children, for which detailed 
provisions are made. 

As to the married couple, “It is 
the duty of man and wife to love, 
honor, help and care for each oth- 
er, to live in harmony, to work 
and produce together, to bring up 
their sons and daughters and to 
strive ‘together for the welfare of 
the home and the construction of 
the new society.” 

In all these respects, the new 
marriage laws denote a significant 
advance over Chinese customs of 
the past, — and explain why the 
Chinese Reds have strong support 
from women. 





Egyptian Communism 
We have previously mentioned 
the threat of communism in 
Egypt, and this has since been 
highlighted by the publication in 
this country of excerpts from an 
outstanding Egyptian weekly mag- 
azine, Akhbar El Yom. This 
Egyptian publication complains 
that, while the rich landowners of 
Egypt revel in foreign gambling 
and pleasure centers, the average 
income of an Egyptian family is 
only $45 a year. “It’s ridiculous,”

tled by truth, justice and the facts brought before impartial judgment 
— instead of by war. It is bringing to our international life what we 
have learned is best in community life. We do not always get all we 
want from American courts, but it is better than endless fighting. 


EVER TRIED: To say that such systems have been tri-d in inter- 
national life and have failed, as some are saying, is not the truth. 
An honest effort has never been made to establish real international 
authority. When the League of Nations set up the Manchurian in- 
quiry commission to examine the Japanese aggression in Manchuria 
in 1931, that commission returned with a verdict of guilty and urged 
the League of Nations to establish economic blockades in oil, steel, 
general trade. Such blockades would have effectively choked off the 
Japanese military expansion. But, as history will testify, the British 
commercial interests were closely associated with the Japanese mili- 
tary-industrial cliques at that time and the British would not go along. 
The U. S. was in favor of the action since we were vitally concerned 
in Manchuria. Later when Mussolini, witnessing the success of the 
Japanese military in defying the League, invaded Ethiopia, the League 
again acted and this time Britain — her interests in Africa threatened 
— made a great fuss about everybody backing the economic sanctions 
or blockade against Italy. But, because the British let us down on 
Manchuria, Uncle Sam yawned and said he guessed he couldn’t be 
bothered over the Mussolini outrages where we had no vital interests 
involved. So the will and influence of the League was broken and the 
barriers that could have held Hitler were destroyed. These are the 
historical facts. Will the same sequence of events wreck the UN? 
Much of the opposition against making the UN an effective 
control body arises out of the great oil, rubber and tin combines and 
other commercial groups which hold a major control over the world’s 
supply of vital raw materials. These groups know that, if the UN really 
gets strong, it will probably try someday to control these resources so 
all nations may have fair access to the treasures of the earth, without 
the whole world paying tribute to a handful of giant corporations. 
This was one of the major promises of the World War II At- 
lantic Charter — a promise that was quickly scuttled when the war 
ended, Say Greek, Italian and Swedish business men, “Why should 
‘we have to pay tributes and profits to a few American corporations for 
the right to use some of the oil in our neighboring Near East? Why 
should we not have a right to develop some of that oil?” But the op- 
position to the UN and all forms of World Government are pouring 
out propaganda against this view from American business sources. 
But note that the die-hard congressmen, commentators and editors, who 
are making most of the noise about the UN being “un-American”, 
“threatening our sovereignty”, etc., are allied with reactionary interests. 
A RECENT GALLUP POLL reveals that the American people 
strongly support a genuine UN police force. Will the will and hopes of 
the American people be betrayed? Many smaller nations in the UN are 
watching these American maneuvers with deep concern. Great India, 
whose support we desperately need, is pulling away from us in resent- 
ment because we forced military conclusions in Korea which Indian 
leaders feel will only increase the bitterness in Korea. Will American 
leadership again forfeit a great opportunity for moral leadership? 


lg ANTI-UN FORCES are making their influence felt particu- 
larly in our military ranks where they always have had an upper 
hand. These groups reason that the way to break up the idea of an 
adequate UN police force is to squash that idea indirectly by pushing 
for an American-controlled armament program such as that embodied 
in the Atlantic Pact for re-arming the western European nations. In 
Asia, let the token forces of the UN carry our pencils for us while we 
take over Formosa, make a great American fortress of Japan, keep a 
wall of bayonets in the face of China and Russian Siberia. 

Also, the anti-UN forces in American business and official cir- 
cles are behind the push to re-arm Germany, and at this point we can 
really get a glimpse of the type of nationalistic, backward and dan- 
gerous thinking involved in the whole program of “wreck the UN, 
build an American century”. Let us look into German re-armament. 

THE TREND being pushed + w (to snuggle up to the Germans, 
restore their armies, their armament industries and place of dominance 
in Europe, weaving it all into the Western Europe anti-Soviet block), 
is epochal, completing the cycle of war’s deception and betrayal of 
truth and sacrifices of the people. While actual German re-armament 
has not been openly announced, most high American military brass are 
now urging the restoration of German armed power as fast as Ameri- 
can public opinion can be stimulated to support it. West Germany

the magazine said, “to say that 
workers and students are spreading 
communism in Egypt.

The recent news of 
Egypt’s King Farouk cutting capers 
over Europe with a caravan of 
Cadillacs followed by a_ luxury 
cruise in his private yacht potently 
illustrates the point of Akhbar El 
Yom.

ily, emphasized the writer, they are 
boycotted by the doctors’ organiza- 
tions or sabotaged by every politi- 
cal and economic means. “Organ- 
ized medicine not only gives no 
encouragement but usually dees its 
best to prevent such plans from be- 
ing organized or operating success- 
fully.” Describing the success of 
voluntary pre-payment health 
plans, such as the Health Insur- 
ance Plan of New York City and 
California’s Health Plan, Dr. 
Means criticized the profession for 
opposing these plans when they 
are working so successfully. “If 
organized medicine would drop its 
obstructionist tactics and instead 
devote its energy and money to the 
creation of adequate health plans, 
such as the New York and Cali- 
fornia systems, it would more ef- 
fectively forestall government med- 
icine than it will with its present 
costly propaganda campaign and 
Washington lobby,” Dr. Means 
also pointed out that “unless aid 
from government or private sources 
is quickly forthcoming, some of 
the medical schools may have to 
close, and that would be a national 
misfortune.” In spite of the ur- 
gent need for aid to these institu- 
tions, he says, “organized medicine 
has persistently obstructed legisla- 
tion which would permit Federal 
aid to needy schools.” 

As we have often reported, there 
are many doctors, especially the 
younger ones, who oppose the 
AMA’s high-handed policy of pro- 
tecting the doctors’ power to earn 
above the average for professional 
men in his community, irrespective 
of public health needs of the coun- 
try. When the present flurry over 
“socialized medicine” is over, you 
will no doubt see signs of a ref- 
ormation within the AMA and or- 
ganized medicine as the younger 
and more forward-looking doctors 
gain time and position to enforce 
their viewpoints. Between The 
Lines does not support the Truman 
compulsory health insurance pro- 
gram but believes it will become 
inevitable unless some reformation 
comes from within the ranks of or- 
ganized medicine. 


Military Extremists 

We frequently refer to the 
“extremists” in our military leader- 
ship who press for an all-out head- 
on collision with Russia on a now- 
or-never basis, no matter what it 
costs. This leadership within our 
military forces was especially ex- 
posed in the method of the con- 
quest of Seoul, Korea. The United 
Press broke the censorships that 
usually protects this group by 
quoting many middle-rank Ameri- 
can military leaders in Korea who 
protested at the wanton and un- 
necessary destruction of life and 
property in the capture of Seoul. 

Marine and infantry officers 
were quoted to the effect that Seoul 
could have been taken by encircle- 
ment, cutting off the retreat of the 
Communists, thus forcing their 
surrender or leaving them die on 
the vine. The populous city would 
then have been spared the terrible 
devastation visited upon it by the 
American attack. The United 
Press refuted the official Army 
communiques that Seoul had been 
spared,—flatly charged that there 
was evidence everywhere of terri- 
ble pummeling the city took from 
U. S. planes and artillery. Added 
the UP story, “The coolness of the 
welcome received by the liberators 
is understandable in the light of 
millions of dollars worth of dam- 
age,”—to say nothing of the lives 
of many citizens. One Army com- 
mander said that the attack accom- 
plished absolutely nothing of mili- 
tary value and then explained that 
the encirclement would have been 
just as effective. Major Alexander 
P. de Seversky, author of the new 
book “Air Power: Key to Surviv- 
al,” (Simon and Schuster, $1 and 
$3.50), holds that failure to cut 
communication and supply lines by 
air before pouring our ground 
forces out over Korea lead to un- 
necessarily heavy troop losses. 

As Between The Lines has 
pointed out since the Korean war 
began,—even more important than 
victory against Korean Reds is 
the way we win that victory and 
the bearing that it will have upon 
the relationship of American inter- 
ests to the surging new life of Asia. 
Military “extremists” seem blind or 
indifferent to this tremendous fac- 
tor in their determined effort to 
smash through to a show-down 
with Russia at Russia’s frontier.

The nation’s networks of criminality could not exist if its ten- 
tacles did not penetrate thousands of local communities where good 
people tolerate the manifestations of gangsterism around them; not 
only tolerate but condone and even patronize. “Who wants to be a 
kill-joy and protest about those slot machines, — why, boys and girls 
from our nicest families play the slot machines.” “There’s no harm 
in a little fun, — a lot of people get their only recreation from bet- 
ting on the races.’ Now, if the betting were even honest, such 
statements would still be insidious, a part of a philosophy of getting 
something for nothing. But behind the slot machines and race track 
bets are vicious systems of cheating, double-crossing, and raw gang- 
sterism that corrupt community life, violate all the laws that protect 
a decent community. These things won’t be stopped, even from 
Washington, until the religious people of America, — always the 
first guardians of our nation’s character — take action at the com- 
munity level, at home.

contains much the largest German population, most of the nation’s in- 
dustrial power. And our military have always regarded the German 
generals as tops and are now dusting them off for a return to respect- 
ability and prestige. Our military are making a big to-do over some 
keen analyses of our military situation as regards Russia which have 
been made recently by German generals and published in this country. 
(See U. S. News and World Report, Sept. 8). 

As a result of this renewed regard for them, the German gen- 
erals are now slicking up their uniforms, polishing their medals and 
boots, for they know what is coming: — There is to be a big western 
Atlantic Pact army with forces from England, Belgium, France, Hol- 
land, Italy — and Germany, especially Germany, — all integrated 
under a supposedly joint command. But it is feared that: the French 
and Italians won’t stand up and fight; the British are weakened by the 
defense demands of their widely scattered Empire; the Dutch are 
weak. Therefore, the American generals say there will be no real At- 
lantic Pact army until the Germans are included, for with our world 
responsibility we can’t spare too much of our man power resources. 
The Germans are great soldiers, theyll fight — they have a feel for 
mechanized weapons. The U. S. generals feel they should run the 
show with the renovated Nazi generals as executive officers and field 
commanders. “Give us German divisions, and American-German 
mechanized units and support by American air power — with that 
combination we could whip the world,” say the American top brass. 
Of course, a formula must be worked out that will quiet French fears 
— perhaps letting the Germans have no air power — and then some 
way must be found to win the American public to the idea! 

But the process of the military rehabilitation of Germany is al- 
ready on the way in the western zone. The German officers’ clubs are

radio. This is accomplished by 
playing up certain details, playing 
down others, and by appearing to 
report the whole story but actually 
leaving out salient, stinging de- 
tails. This is done because the 
gambling syndicates are deeply en- 
trenched in many city and state 
governments and involved with in- 
fluential business interests that even 
reach into the nerve centers of the 
press channels. 

The motion picture world also 
reflects this situation. The big pub- 
licity billing for the Hollywood 
film “711 Ocean Drive” hailed the 
film as a revelation of the gambling 
racket and its grip on American 
life and even implied that the 
making of the film was interrupted 
by pressure from gambling inter- 
ests. Actually the film is a thin, 
shoddy cover-up of the true situa- 
tion. Crime investigations reveal 
that many law enforcement officers 
are not only accepting bribes from 
the gambling syndicates for protec- 
tion, but in many instances owe 
their jobs to the influence of gam- 
bling groups so strong that they can 
hire and fire officers. The film 
portrays vividly the way the citizen 
is played for a “sucker” but it in- 
cludes no hint of the far-reaching 
tentacles of the gambling interests 
entwined into the highest stratas of 
business and law enforcement, 
civic and state governments, and 
apparently into the national Gov- 
ernment itself. 

Sen. Estes Kefauver, heading the 
U. S. Senate Crime Investigation, 
recently stated that the present na- 
tional corruption is on a scale that 
makes the corruption of prohibition 
days look like a kindergarten play. 
Press and radio interests, generally 
subservient to the liquor business, 
Skip over this statement which is 
of such importance to the Chris- 
tion mind. The press implies that 
all gangsterism reached its pinnacle 
during prohibition days but, ac- 
cording to Sen. Kefauver, the in- 
come from illegal gambling alone 
is in excess of 15 billion dollars an- 
nually. States Kefauver, “So wide- 
spread are criminal operations and 
the condition under which they are 
permitted to continue that they 
threaten to make a shambles of 
law enforcement and to create a 
universal disrespect for law that 
our entire system of government 
might be endangered.” Sen. Ke- 
fauver also made a sharp indict- 
ment of the lawyers of the nation 
who have a great share of respon- 
sibility in this situation. “Being a 
lawyer myself,” stated the senator, 
“I believe that every man is enti- 
tled to counsel when accused of a 
crime. But sadly enough, our in- 
vestigations have found . . . cases 


where lawyers have become part-

ners in gambling enterprises.” 

Gov. Stevenson of Illinois has 
testified that in his state local po- 
lice authorities complain of help- 
lessness and depend upon state of- 
ficials to come in and break up the 
gambling controls. “For the state 
to take over local police powers is, 
it seems to me, a dangerous ac- 
knowledgement of failure of local 
government. But organized crime 
with its corruption and corroding 
disrespect for law enforcement is 
even more dangerous.” 

Stooges for Gamblers: V. W. 
Peterson, director of the Chicago 
Crime Commission, has _ testified 
that “in many areas political can- 
didates knowingly accept financial 
and voting support from gangsters 
and when elected have to pay off 
and agree to the gangster’s policy 
on law enforcement.” Thus the 
gangsters see that jobs go only to 
police officers who will do their 
bidding and make a travesty of 
law enforcement. Mr. Peterson. for 
12 years an agent of the F.B.I.. 
pointed to the intricate business de- 
tails of the gambling syndicates 
which require the highest business 
skills. Able men in many fields of 
business activity are either in with 
the gangsters or working for them 
on a professional basis, ignoring 
their part in the destruction of law 
and order in the country. 

Gov. Youngdahl of Minnesota 
told the committee how his admin- 
istration ran the slot machines out 
of his state. He favored Federal 
legislation to ban slot machines and 
other gambling devices from inter- 
state commerce. It is revealing that 
the Senate has already passed such 
a bill but that pressures within the 
House of Representatives in Wash- 
ington has caused the bill to die or 
be pigeon-holed by committee 
groups. Stated Youngdahl, “Organ- 
ized crime has grown to such pro- 
portions, provided such opportuni- 
ties for gain and acquired such 
power through political connections 
throughout the nation that it is im- 
possible to dislodge the 
unless forces high up step in.

He found one Minnesota 
county in which there was a slot 
machine for every 55 inhabitants, 
including men, women and chil- 
dren: “I saw... that permitting the 
slot machines to operate soon leads

reappearing everywhere; the old cartel crowd of the steel and chemical 
industries are riding high, the industrial trusts function again. 

SHOULD NEVER HAVE FOUGHT HITLER? But what is 
more astonishing is the attitude among some of our military and busi- 
ness leaders that we should never have fought the Germans in the first 
place. We should never have fought the Kaiser even, runs the increas- 
ingly popular argument in Pentagon circles. (See report of famous 
strategist, Gen. R. F. C. Fuller, BTL, Oct. 3, 49). “The Kaiser was 
a good old duffer and hadn’t he smashed up the Russians at Brest- 
Livtosk? If we had cooperated with the Kaiser we would have kept 
the world right side up, he dominating Europe and we the Western 
Hemisphere. The Communists and the Japanese military could not 
have busted loose then. Then we should certainly have been smart 
enough NOT to have fought Hitler when he gave us a second chance. 
Hitler was right in his fear of the Bolshevik menace.” 

THERE IS CONSIDERABLE ANTI-SEMITISM in these view- 
points, reviving the old line that it was the Jews who turned us against 
the Germans, when Hitler held power. Hitler’s “Mein Kampf” is 
pointed to as proof that der feuhrer did not really want to fight Eng- 
land and America. He wanted Russia, — he wanted to rule the 
“heartland of Eurasia” and let England keep her Empire scattered along 
the fringe of the great “heartland”, — and what more could America 
ask than to be supreme in the whole Western Hemisphere? Then, if 
we needed to trim Hitler down, we could have done so through the end- 
less turbulence of European nationalism. 

So runs the argument for re-arming Germany. 

But all this blandly ignores THE MORAL ISSUE of Hitler’s 
tyranny, his bloody, racial fanaticism, the Nazi mass murders, the gas 
chambers and the cremation pits. ‘The Nuremberg trials should never 
have been!” That is what the favorite theories now prevailing in some 
influential American military and top business circles really imply. We 
must forget all the stentorian pleas that the war against nazism was 
truly the war to save the world; the strident sermons that called on God 
to “march with our sons against this foe of decency and righteousness.” 
The officials, many of them still in public life, the editorial writers, the 
broadcasters, — even the clergy who joined the parade must now 
squirm out from under those words and re-set the stage for a new 
crusade for God and morality with the scrubbed-up Nazis as our al- 
lies! If this view, so influential in our national policy, carries out its 
program with any honor at all, banners will have to be raised over the 
American cemeteries in Europe saying: “It was all a mistake, boys. 
Hope you'll pardon us. We had you shooting on the wrong side.” 


NOTHER MAJOR REASON given for re-arming the Germans 
is that the Russians are making an armed camp of East Ger- 
many. Every time a troop train of Russian soldiers moves, we get a 
headline about the Russians mobilizing. Later it turns out that the 
troop train was a regular replacement or a routine maneuver which 
both sides engage in. But that is never explained to the public. Any 
police activity in the Russian sector is reported as a warlike gesture. 
An American congressman, who recently made a remarkable 
journey through the Russian zone, came back with a scare-headline 
story that Russian East Germany was being completely mobilized for 
war. He got much space in the press, which of course is very nice for 
a congressman who needs to keep his name before the voters. The 
congressman was in the Eastern Zone a little over twelve hours. But 
the U. S. News. a conservative, business publication, ran a comprehen- 
report on October 6th, gathered by its staff in Germany — men 
j for many months. This survey reported the in- 
side story of the East German Communist army and labelled it “about 
90 per cent myth. It can’t start anything. Communist forces have 
no planes. hardly any big guns or tanks, scant combat training, a short- 
age of officers and men. Up to now, Russian-zone re-armament is a 
propaganda trick. There is nothing like the ‘North Korean Army’ in 
East Germany. The Russian-created East German Army is just a 
‘paper army.’ It couldn't fight even a tiny war ... A Korea-type at- 
tack in Germany is out of the question for at least a year, despite Com- 
munist scare propaganda, and is highly unlikely beyond that. These 
conclusions are based on detailed intelligence reports reaching the high- 
est Allied military authorities in Germany.” The report continues, “The 
fact is that the Russians would like to have a German army ready to 
do their fighting, but they are afraid to create it. It might slip out 
of control and turn on the Communists, rather than fight fellow coun- 
trymen in West Germany.” But the congressman’s unsubstantiated 
hasty scare headlines were played up big over the country while the 
solid, authoritative U. S. News report was quietly brushed aside.

to other forms of gambling and 
other forms of organized crime.” 
It might be added that the well- 
known practice of slot machine 
operators is to first invade a com- 
munity through “respectable” or- 
gan‘zations such as the Elk’s Clubs, 
lodges, American Legion Head- 
quarters, etc. From there it is only 
a short step to get the machines 
in public buildings of commerce 
and trade. Gov. Youngdahl said, 
“The only way we will stop gam- 
bling is to quit slapping the big 
camblers on the wrist when they 
zre arrested and to start penaliz- 
ing them enough to really hurt. 
By the present system, the gam- 
bler amasses a large fortune by 
crime, pays a small fine, serves 
a short prison sentance and then 
is free to enjoy the money for 
the rest of his life.” 


Between The Lines has often 
reported evidences of top business 
interests being involved in the gam- 
bling syndicates. This is undeni- 
able because most of the gambling 
is carried on through intricate and 
intimate relationship with the wire 
and telephone service corporations. 
These connections have been re- 
vealed in crime investigations, but 
the news usually is quickly hushed 
up. An instance of such a rey- 
elation recently took place in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., where a _ Circuit 
Judge ordered the Western Union 
to open its books for inspection 
to county officials, who charged 
the company worked hand-in-hand 
with bookies by accepting and 
transmitting bets. The company 
attorneys immediately filed notice 
that they will appeal the decision 
through the Michigan Supreme 
Court. Instead of assisting the law 
enforcement agencies in routing 
out the gamblers, in this instance, 
the legal counsel of a large cor- 
poration intends to “protect its 
interests,” which also means pro- 
tecting evidence against the gam- 
blers. The public prosecutor in 
this case charged that Western 
Union accepted bets for St. Louis 
gamblers. The company had an 
agreement with the bookies in the 
form of a contract. The two- 
point order put out by the Court 
allows the prosecution to study 
the company’s books during the 
period of the gambling operation 
and demands to know who the 
principal Western Union stock- 
holders were during that period, 
the names of its officers and di- 
rectors, names of all managers in 
Michigan. Also wanted are copies 
of all messages sent between the 
company and the St. Louis gam- 
blers. While the United Press car- 
ried a brief report on this on Sept. 
9th, the news was generally hushed 
up throughout the country.
